Island Tell About the

March i7.— The

Watson from where it had 
over the precipice known as 
Pocket,” emphatically deny 
the reports which have been circulated 
that the corpse had to remain upon 
the ledge to await the arrival of ropes 
and other supplies from San Pedro. 

“As a matter of fact,” said Capt. 
George Farnsworth, one of the guides 
who undertook the perilous task, “we 
had net actually located the body un- 
til 11:30 o'clock on Friday morning. It 
is true that the hat was found 40 
feet from the base of the cliff. ‘but 
we located the body at 850 feet from 
the top of the precipice. Altogether 
1748 feet of rope was used singly. to 
enabdle us to reach the bottom after we 
had left Capt. J. Gardner at the edge 
In all probability 
longer rope had been necessary to 
enable us to accomplish the task we 
could have eastliy procured a rope of 
heevier quality at Avalon.” 

‘apt. H. Stoughton, who was the 
first person to reach the body. corroho- 
rated Capt. Farnsworth's statement. 
and ackied: “I have spent many years 
of iny life at sea, and it was an erro- 
neous rumor that none of the resi- 


denis were able to face the chasm ow- 
ing to its great depth, and even its 
steepness did not cause them to hold 
back from what they considered to be a 
matter of duty.” 

To those who witnessed the fearful 
descent, it was an anxious period Iasi- | 
fing for almost four hours. Suspended | 
in midair, artfully shielding their bod- | 
jes from the strong gusts of wind, and 
dodging huge boulders which paseod | 
them like avalanches, the three brave | 
young men gradually worked their | 
way, inch by Inch, toward the ledge 
on which lay the mangled corpse.

PHARAOH'S WIFE'S JEWELS. 
Archeologists are excited over a recent find of great 
importance in the Valley of the Tombs of the Kings at 
Thebes, where the jewels of the wife of Seti Il have been 
brought to light. 
She was a royal lady of the nineteenth dynasty, who 


person than the wife of the Pharaoh of “Exodus.” 

It is said that there are bracelets of heavy gold. ear- 
rings several inches in length, bearing the cartouche of 
the royal wearer, rings of elaborate workmanship, and 
fillets of gold, which the Queen wore round her head; 
but no one but the fortunate finders and. experts have 
yet viewed the treasure—with the exception of Sir El- 
don and Lady Gorst. The tomb itself proved empty, the 
jewels being found a few days later embedded in mud, 
where they had probably been thrown by robbers of 
some bygone age, who plundered the tomb of the royal 
dead. 

Engineers working at Shellal, in connection with the 
heightening of the great Nile dam below Philae, an- 
nounce the discovery of a prehistoric cemetery. As in 
the case of the jewels found at Thebes, the public are 
excluded till it has been viewed by experts; but it is an 
open secret that the bodies found are those of a pre- 
dynastic people, who embalined in a most primitive way, 
were small in stature, and so poor in worldly goods that 
they carried with them to their graves only a few pebble 
ornaments. Near to this cemetery a trench was discov- 
ered, in which were found the bodies of forty Roman 
soldiers lying side by side with their heads cut off. 

Another prehistoric mummy, of the period of the one 
in the British Mureum, was found at Thebes a few 
weeks ago, and will be sent to England before long. — 
{London Daily Mail.

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Thomas Corwin. 
REMINISCENCES OF AN ECCENTRIC 
AMERICAN ORATOR. 
By a Special Contributor, 
HE present paper will be devoted to giving my rec- 
ollections and impressions of an American genius 
of a somewhat eccentric type. If you are in the 
city of Washington and will step into the National 
Library and call for the Congressiona] Record for the 
year 1848 you will find the leaves of the volume, some- 
where in the month of January in that year, “dog-eared” 
with frequent thumbing by the numerous curious visi- 
tors, who, before you, have come to inspect the pages 
bearing the imprint of a historic speech—a speech that 
by its unpatriotic yet lofty sentiments, as well as by its 
eloquence, damned its author to lasting fame. 

It is the speech of Thomas Corwin on the Mexican 
War, delivered during that battle year, in the United 
States Senate. 

“If I were a Mexican, as I am an American, I would 
ask you if you have not room in your own country to 
bury your dead? If you come into mine, we will wel- 
come you with bloody hands to hospitable graves,” sald 
Corwin, mingling these then accounted treasonable utter- 
ances with sentences and passages so brilliant and elo- 
quent as to rank his name among those of the foremost 
American orators. His contemporaries, Clay, Webster 
or Douglas, held no higher place than he as inspired sons 
of eloquence, in the estimation of his time, if perhaps in 
the measured estimate of the generation since. 

“Tom” Corwin, as he was popularly known, was my 
father’s lawyer, some of my earliest recollections being 
those of sitting on the great man’s knee as he sat among 
his neighbors in the country town of his residence, re- 
galing them with his inimitable drollery. He had already 
risen to national fame and, though condemned by a por- 
tion of the community, especially by those of Democratic 
politics, for his great “disloyal speech” (as it was called,) 
was the pride and boast of his neighborhood, as in re- 
membrance he has ever since been of the county and 
village in which his honored bones lie. 

Corwin’s nativity is popularly ascribed to Ohio, with 
which State his residence and career were identified. He 
was born, however, in Kentucky, in the year 1794, living 
there until] near his maturity. I knew him only in his 
advancing middle age, when his reputation had been won 
and his public life practically finished. He had already 
been a Whig leader in the lower house of Congress, Gov- 
ernor of Ohio, United States Senator and Secretary of 
the Treasury. His history, especially that of his boy- 
hood, was as eccentric as his genius, It is doubtful 
whether that of any eminent man in history was ever 
so extraordinary in a particular instance. His desire 
for learning was so eager that on one occasion he had 
deliberately broken his leg, and for a time invalidated 
himself, in order to achieve an education! Though born 
amid the wilds, of the humblest parentage, his ambition 
for knowledge contained in books was irrepressible. His 
father, a farmer, had denied him leisure for study. But 
losing for a season the use of a leg by an accident, he 
improved the time by application to a Latin grammar 
belonging to an older brother. Recovering from the ac- 
cident to his leg he again applied to his father for time 
to continue his studies. Being refused, he broke the 
éther leg by intention, and pursued his Latin verbs. “On 
his second recovery, his father, discouraged In opposing 
so stubborn a will, yielded to the boy's desire for books 
and gave him the needed time to pursue his studies un- 
der the direction of his schoolmaster brother. But, at 
best, his education was perhaps not beyond the primarily 
academic. He was not noted, as I recall it, for being re- 
ligious, but, as was more customary with public men in 
those years, even for effect with popular audiences, he 
was a master of the literature of the Bible, whose inci- 
dents and stories he constantly and profusedly employed 
in his. public addresses with telling effect—especially 
those he could turn to account for humorous illustra- 
tion. For, perhaps no American public speaker, not even 
“Sunset” Cox, who succeeded him as the Ohio wit in 
Congress, was ever so exuberant or so successful in the 
use of such illustration as Corwin. His speeches on the 
stump and elsewhere were a continued and perpetual ex- 
hibition of this in words and pantomime. His face was 
as mobile as a harlequin's, or clown's, speaking visibly 
his meaning in advance of the uttered word. He was 
notorious, in fact, in this play of the facial muscles, fre- 
quently even to hideous contortions; and no more than 
a clown had he any shame in such display. It was a 
prime entertainment of his audiences, crowds being fre- 
quently drawn by this feature, or play of features, alone, 
to witness it, as greatly as it detracted from the dignity 
of speech, or from that which is called eloquence. His 
country neighbors even more than others were familiar 
with this characteristic; and it was this as well as his 
fertility in humorous anecdote, that more than fre- 
quently drew them in groups about him on summer 
evenings in front of the Lebanon House, the small hotel 
in the country town which for life remained the place 
of his residence. It was in this place amid such groups 
that I so frequently saw and heard him in my boyhood 
years. It was this peculiarity of his inexhaustible supply 
of wit and humor, with accompanying facial illustration, 
that doubtless contributed to his uniform success with 
juries. His appeal to a jury tn a criminal case was said 
to be “equivalent to an acquittal.”

Horace Mann, the president of Antioch College, had pub- 
licly and harshly expelled a handful of hie most brilliant 
students for having issued and circulated on commence 
ment day a satirical printed sheet, or “probe,” as it was 
entitled, slightly ridiculing certain of his own peculiari- 
ties and those of other members of his faculty. These 
students, feeling aggrieved, had been slow in moving 
from their chambers in their appointed dormitory. 
Mann had in consequence directed his lieutenant, an old 
man, to oust the recalcitrants from their quarters. In 
effecting this order,.the “man Friday,” he was called, 
had roughly ejected the students’ furniture from a third- 
story window, injuring it to some inappreciable extent. 
During the process, other mischievous students had 
rudely chased the presidential major domo with an old 
foil, or braken sword, ludicrously frightening him. 

Mann had also vindictively pursued the expelled stu- 
dents, by causing their rejection in their possible appli- 
cation for entrance to other colleges, according to a then 
existing understanding between American collegiate in- 
stitutions. 


In retaliation, the spirited young men promptly 
brought suit against him for damage of their roughly- 
handled effectsz: By his professional skili as a lawyer, 
Mann succeeded in postponing the case to the end of the 
summer vacation, when, as he believed, the expelled vic- 
tims of his wrath would have abandoned their suit. On 
the contrary, they were promptly on hand with their 
counsel, headed by the leading young man of their group 
acting as adviser and instructor of their attorneys. To 
face this unexpected and rather formidable issue of his 
aggression, Mann, who had familiarly known Corwin as 
a fellow-member of Congress, sent for the famous law- 
yer, then residing only a few miles distant, and who, as 
he believed, would, by his powers of eloquence and ridi- 
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cule, effectually crush the inexperienced young men and 
suppress an evidently incipient rebellidus outbreak of 
other students in the institution. 

Corwin came to the aid of his distinguished friend in 
trouble. The trial was held in the long dining-room of 
& summer hotel in the village. The place was filled by 
the whole body of students sympathetic with their com- 
plainant fellows. At the head of these was their fellow- 
prosecutor and representative, appointed to aid their at- 
torneys, and who sat with his lawyers beside a narrow 
table, and immediateily facing the attorneys for the de- 
fense, Corwin and others. Fisher was this young man’s 
name. He had been the chief instigator and genius of 
Probe, and therefore principal of those excoriated by 
Mann in the incident of expulsion. Like Corwin, he was 
a Kentuckian by birth, although unlike the rotund fig- 
ure of the celebrated attorney, he was a diminutive, 
weazened specimen of humanity, dark-featured and sat- 
urnine, but known to possess a brilliant intellect and a 
wit as biting and keen as a Damascus blade—a man that 
rarely smiled.

He 
mercilessly assailed the alleged crime of the expelled 
young men and reprobated their daring in bringing sult 
against the venerable and distinguished president. In 
addition to much other eloquent pleading with the jury, 
he had urged that, if his righteous defense of the case 
prevailed, he would never need to be summoned again 
to suppress such “outlawry” in the institution, while, on 
the other hand, if it failed, he would have to be con- 
stantly summoned to crush disorder and the spirit of re- 


bellion there. Mentioning In the course of his remarks, | 


the old foil which had occupied so much attention in 
the proceedings, another burst of laughter from the 
student body occurred, and a faint ripple of amusement 
crossed the lips of the diminutive Kentuckian opposite 
to him. Enraged at the manifestation, Corwin took up

birds are among our most beneficial ones. Farmers’ 
Bulletin No. 4, written by F. E. L. Beal, B. S., assistant 
ornithologist, Biological Survey, sent out by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, has to say of this 
bird: “The meadow lark is almost wholly beneficial, 
although a few complaints have been made that it pulls 
sprouting grain, and one farmer claims it eats clover 
seed. As a rule, however, it is looked upon with favor 
and is not disturbed. In the 238 stomachs examined, 
animal food (practically all insects) constituted 73 per 
cent. of the contents, and vegetable matter 27 per cent. 
As would naturally be supposed, the insects were 
ground species. such as beetles, bugs, grasshoppers, and 


There were large flocks of Arkansas goldfinches 
about in the trees of the cemetery as well as on the 
lawn. These pretty yellow-breasted birds were filling 
air with their jovial song. They seemed to fairly 
bubble over with it. Their cousins, the red-headed 
linnetg were also in abundance. Both these birds are 
eaters. [ found that there were dandelions scat- 
tered over the lawns, some with their pretty yellow bios- 
soms, other with the fluffy, round, white seed balis. 
These the goldfinches were eating: also the seeds of 
the German daisies with which the lawn was strewn. 
A colitary shrike, or butcher bird, kept guard upon 
a wire along the electric railroad. He paid no atten- 
tion to ihe bird life abovt him, but flew down into the 
weeds below him, no joubt finding some uncanny beetle 
or insect thet for him would be an acceptable tidbit. 
Black phoebes darted about in the air: kinglets chat- 
tered in large peprer trees. hummine-birds whizzed by, 
or stopped to sip from some of the many flowers. and 
| blackbirds walked in their stately way about on the 


the older part among the trees, we came upon a smal! 
flock of white-crowned sparrows. With them running 
over the lawn, or flitting from tree to tree, were many 
Audubon warblers. These warblers are very abun- 
dant now, but it is rather unusual, I believe, to see 
them in flocks as I saw them on this occasion I 
counted eight of them in one little group, and there 
were many more not far away. 

In a deciduous tree whose bare limbs seemed out of 
keeping with the many beautiful shribs and plants, 
eight cedar waxwings were resting. My attention was 


| first called to them by their call—a sighing “see ep” 
| which always reminds me of the wailing wind on a 


_ dreary day. These waxwings, or cedar birds, are usu- 
ally found in a large flock near my home at this time 
of year, but for some reason they have not, as yet, been 
about. Late in November I heard them once, but 
since then have neither seen nof heard them. and so 
I was particularly glad to come upon these few and 
have a good look at them. They are among our hand- 
somest birds and are one of the very few that. have 
crests. 

A flash of red carting through the air announced a 
red-shafted flicker. Later we came upon two of these 
birds resting high up in a eucalyptus tree. They are 
very handsome birds, with their many spots and bars 
of black on soft fawn color, their white rumps, red 
napes and mustaches (on the males.) and the red shafts 
to the under wing and tail coverts. It is a most curi- 
ous and ‘tnteresting fact that the bird in the East that 
corresponds to this species Is the golden-winged wood- 
pecker, the chief difference being that the éastern birds 
have yellow underwings and tail where our bird has 
red. Why should this be, and what has made the d'f- 
ference? 

Besides these birds already mentioned there were 
}song sparrows and mocking birds that I saw in. the 
short time I was there. Undoubtedly there are others 
that make this beautiful spot a resting-place. 

The birds that my friend was so anxious to have me 
nee did not come in sight. However, just before we 
veft I heard them in a field across the way, and so was 
satisfied that they were what I had supposed from her 
deacription—the kilideer plovers. I am told that they 
stay about in a large flock in the open part among the 
low weeds. 

These birds—the killdeers—are also to be found at 
Evergreen Cemetery, | am told. Its proximity to large 
open tracts, and the low, marshy places in the farther 
end of the ground, make it a very attractive place for 
these plovers. Pipits, also, I should think, would wan- 
der in there. Many of the more common birds are 
abundant: Audubon warblers, kinglets, goldfinches, lin- 
nets, lark sparrows, phoebes, biackbirds, humming 
birds, song sparrows, white crowns, flickers, mocking 
birds, and towhees.

some coveted tidbit only to have it snatched away by 
the long-necked birds, who lazily put out their. heads 
and ate it just as the poor coot had almost reached it. , 


I have not, as yet, had an opportunity to visit all the 
city parks, but doubt not that they have their full 
guota of bird life. I remember seeing orioles and sum- 
mer warblers in Echo Park last summer, besides many 
of the more common species. 


These observations were made in the winter time 
when, of course, no orioles, or other summer birds, 
were about. I shall be anxious when the time comes to 
know just how many of our summer birds are drawn to 


these breatning-spots of the city.

FAMOUS UNFINICHED BOOKS. 
The news that “Oulda” hac left behind her an uncom- 
pleted novel recalls other similar cases. 
_ One of the best known is, of course, Dickens's “The 
| Mystery of Edwin Drood,.” a remarkably clever story, 
and one showing no signs of diminishing vitality, al- 
though he was actually at work upon it up to within a 
few hours of his death. 

Dickens's great rival, Thackeray. again, left behind him 


not one only, but two unfinished stories. One of these, 


“Denis Duval,” promised to rank with his best work. 
Unfortunately, however, he had only completed seven 
when he was stricken down. 


Scott, too, left a tale aunended—The Siege of Malta”— 
written while he was on his jast futile journey in search 
of health. This work has never been published, al- 
though more then two-thirds of it was completed at the 
time of his death. 

Then there was “St. Ives,” left unfinished by R. L 
Stevenson: as was “Zeph.” by Helen Hunt Jackson, and 
“Blind Love,” by Wilkie Collins. Buckle never com- 
pleted his “History of Civilization,” although he toiled 
at it for twenty years. 

Among famous poems that were never completed, 
mention may be made of Byron's “Don Juan,” Keats's 
“Hyperion,” Coleridge's “Christabel,”. and Gray's “Agrip- 
pina.” Spenser's “Faérie Queene,” too, is no more than 
a fragment, although a colossal one. 

Lastly, there ought to be included Ben Jonson's beau- 
tiful unfinished pastoral, “The Sad Shepherd,” found by 
his literary executors among his papers after his death. 
and published in its incompleteness.—[{ Pearson's Weekly.

Strange Parisian Cafes. 


HEAVEN, HELL AND DEATH REAL- 


LMOST opposite the famous “Moulin Rouge” and 

the new Hippodrom, in the neighborhood of the 

Place Clichy, much renowned for its cheap “fétes” 
and diversity entertainments, in which perhaps no other 
“quartier” of Paris abounds so much, we found three 
curious examples of the extent to which wit and imagi- 
nation can be carried in their attempt to gratify the ab- 
normal desire of a public ever craving for something 
upon each other 
were three cafés of distinctly novel and eccentric char- 
acter. They were called respectively the “Cabaret de 
I'Enfer” (Café of Hell,) the “Cabaret du Ciel” (Café of 
Heaven,) and the “Cabaret des Morts” (Café of the 
Dead.) 

The first of these we reached about half-past eight one 
evening, and already business was brisk and the pro- 
prietor, “Satan,” and his associates were busy looking 
er the comforts of their victims. The outside of this 
é was somewhat startling, to say the least, and very 
from alluring. The huge head of a hideous monster 
th flaming eyes and a great red throat provided the 
means of entrance through his wide-open jaws. Above 
this terrifying doorway and over the face of the build- 
ing were groups of figures in various attitudes of tor- 
ture, and imps with menacing pitchfor the whole lit 
up by the big blazing letters of the “ENFER.” 

While we stood contemplating this formidable and 
realistic representation of the lower regions and com- 
pared the probabilities of coming out alive should we 
dare to enter, a “diable” approached us and assured us 
in very good mundane French that we should be used 
gently, and need have no fear for the future. Urged by 
his suave persuasions and, still more, by our own curi- 
osity, we finally allowed ourselves to be swallowed up 
by the demon with the great red throat and the flery 
eyes. Immediately upon entering, a gentleman of fiend- 


ish appearance greeted us with the cheerful words: 


“inter, dear sinners! Passe through to the end; you 
will be roasted as well on one side as on the other!” 
We found ourselves in a dim grotto-like hall with a 
row of small tables on either side. Above and round- 
about us the ceiling and walle were ornamented with 
snakes and lizards and terra cotta groups representing 
weird forms of meu and women receiving the recom- 
pense of their sins at the hands of imps and furies. Ev- 
erything that was ghastly and horrible was wrought out 
in terrifying relief to add to the lugubrious effect of 
the whole place.

The interior of the hall resembled the inside of a 
Gothic church and the brightness which one wouid have 
expected in celestial regions was disappointingly dim on 
account of the gray stone tints of the arched walls and 
vaulted ceilings. To the right, in a pulpit, a pompous 
priest was expeunding a sermon in a very loud voice, 
which sermon savored more of French slang than of 
some doctrine. Back and forth, clad in long, flowing 
robes of white, shining girdles, blond wigs, crowns and 
wings, flitted the waiters bearing golden chalices con- 
taining “nectar of the gods,” their coarse faces making 
a humorous contrast with the asthetic “coupe” of their 
garments. Here and there, with seemingly no particu- 
lar duties other than contributing to the whole effect 
by their portly presence, jolly fat friars of the round, 
comfortable sort one sees on old tapestries, walked 


about the café, merely cracking occasional jokes with

While all the guests were seated at one long table, a 
curtain at the far end of the room slowly rose and dis- 
closed a series of tableaux representing various virtues, 
while a friar from the balcony above sang. in a very 
good baritone voice, what he thought to be appropriate 
verses. The music evidently deemed most befitting the 
surroundings comprised no other instrument than a 
simple church organ.

the world, and that 200 a year is a good record. And so 
indeed it is. A late issue of Collier's Weekly prints a 
likeness of a Barred Rock hen with a record of 251 “in 
her first active business year.” Thus for every month 
the California bird laid 21% eggs, while the eastern bird 
lost on a twelve-months basis about six eggs. It is 
hardly possible, however, that our own bird would have 
maintained her record over a period of a whole year. 
Some ten years ago Mr. Silberstein, a wealthy hardware 
merchant in Massachusetts, claimed that a Light Brahma 
hen produced 287 eggs in twelve months, which is about 
the highest record of which we have any knowledge. 


The truth is, these phenomenal! “lays” are the excep- 
tion. The average production of good commercial layers 
is about 150 eggs per year, though there are many flocks 
in the 176-eges-per-year class. When one goes above 
this figure, egg production is quite apt to be made at 
the expense of strong constitutional! qualities and robust- 
ness in the offspring. It is also singular that many of 
these abnormal-laying hens are outside of the Mediter- 
ranean class, the Leghorns of which are recognized as 
great layers not only in California but elsewhere. 


About Nests. 


Complaints come from a novice that hens tear the 
nests to pieces, and insist upon laying upon the damp 
ground in any old shady corner. How often hens resist 
our best efforts at nestmaking! But We must be con- 
siderate, and respect the instinct of the hen. 
most mighty factor in the scheme of getting eggs. Dif- 
ferent hens in different places want different kinds of 
nests, and one should watch and see which kind of 
a nest most hens want. It generally turns out that hens 
like earth for the bed of the nest. and clean straw over 
it. In the summer the earth should be sprinkled. Only 
the high-flying breeds, that are roofed in with wire, want 
nests high up. Those not roofed in have wings cut and 
can't fly high. Nests should always be put in quiet 


places, that can be made quite dark and cool. If hens | 
insist upon laying on the ground in dark corners. let | 


them have their own way. The hen that insists upon 
having rights is generally a business hen. 
Piant Green Things.

These 
criticisms apply to outward appearances; touching egg- 
laying, there may be but little difference. Of course in 
the showroom, beauty of plumage and grace of form 
appeal to the eye. The 240-egg bird has no show with

NIGHT WITH A RAT CATCHER. 


How AN ENGLISH EXPERT GATHERS THE Ro- 
DENTs His Bae. 


[London Answers:}] The establishment of a society in

Jack Jarvis, who catches, on an average, over 4000 
a year. He took “Mr. Answers” on one of his rat 
ing expeditions the other night, and initiated him 
the mysteries of rat catching—for rat catching, 
many other things, is an art. 

Dressed entirely in black, with a bag hanging from 
shoulder and a box with a trapdoor from the other, 
rat catcher, in his silent shoes, visited every floor 
every office in the building. He found his way by 
lantern he carried. Here and there he deposited 
floor, some little distance from the skirting, bait 
tice the rats from their holes. 

Taking a seat on a desx in one corner of the room, I 
waited patiently. In a few minutes the rats could 
distinctly heard crossing the floor to the bait. Suddenly 
a light, like a beam from a miniature searchlight, flashed 
upon the scene. The rays lighted up scores of rats. 
Down went the rat catcher’s hand, and the next instant 
effect there was complete darkness. I knew, however, what 


Curious twists are observed in many tree trunks, and 
the inquiry just begun in Europe suggests the surpris- 
ing conclusion that they are produced by the earth's 
rotation, like the twists of storms and the whirls seen 
in water. Van den Broeck, the Belgian geologist, points 
out that if conditions of growth were the cause the 
torsion should follow the sun’s apparent path. In at 
least 990 out of 1000 trees the reverse is true, and It may 
be that the twist is usually to the left in the Northern 
Hemisphere and to the right—or with the clock—in the 
Southern Hemisphere, like the turn of the cyclonic 
‘storms and water vortices. This difference is due to 
the earth’s rotation. Jean Brunhes notes that it was 
shown some years ago that the winds due to the earth's 
motion blow steadilf at a season when vegetation is ac- 
tive and sensitive, and a slight continuous bending and 
turning then would be likely to affect the tree perma- 
nently.—[Bulletin of the American Forestry Associa- 
tion. 

CANNED SHARK. 

“They can shark in Sweden,” said a butcher. “They 
make of shark flesh a palatable and nourishing meat 
extract. 


“For several years the business has been going on, 
and there are now several factories engaged ip it. The 
stuff tastes exactly like extract of beef. The fish taste 
is eliminated—a secret process. 


“The sharks, which are plentiful in those waters, are 
first chopped up fine in big hoppers, and afterward 
boiled down to a liquid of the consistency of thin gruel. 
The oll is skimmed off, a second boiling follows, then a 
filtering. A clear fluid then remains. This is evapo- 
rated to the thickness of molasses, seasoned with salt 
and sugar, and sealed up in jars, after the addition of 
some unknown chemical.

Burbank's Birthday. 

N behalf of my father’s family of an even dozen 

of children I join most heartily with the Mayor of 

Los Angeles in the selection of Luther Burbank’s 
natal day as “Arbor Day” for this city. Beginning in 
the early sixties and continuing for thirty-two years 
my father grew from one 100,000 to 500,000 trees annu- 
ally, and was one of the most prominent nurserymen of 
Southern Lllinois, as may be seen from the two facts 
just stated. But there are other reasons than arboreal 
why his family should be pleased with the Mayor's action 
in making the 7th of March “Arbor Day.” On the 7th 
day of March, 1859, my brother, the present “Mayor” of 
Azusa, was born, and four years later on the 7th of 
March, another brother and member of the Azusa City 
Council began his career. Now these two youngsters in 
1869 celebrated their birthday in the possession of a 
baby sister, making three of the children in line at 
Azusa last Saturday for celebrating Burbank’s birthday 
and Arbor Day. If any military celebrations are coming 
along this spring. I can join as heartily if Gen. Grant's 
birthday is selected, as I have a sister born on the 27th 
of April, 1861, and another on the same day of April, 
1867. There is nothing remarkable about this Birthday 
story. for where there are bo many children of one fam- 
lly such coincidences of birth are likely to occur.

Beware of obesity “cures,” so-called, which claim to be 
harmless, and picture wonderful results, obtained within 
a short time “without exercising, dieting, or in any way 
interfering with your personal habits.” Any intelligent 
person should know that any drug capable of producing 
such an effect must necessarily be dangerous and harm- 
ful, and moreover must necessarily be only temporary in 
its effects, since it does not remove the cause, which is 
either the storing up of waste matter, by wrong eating, 
or lack of power to eliminate waste, or both. 

A Sunday supplement recently, contained a page de- 
scriptive of the efforts made by fashionable American 
women to get thin, fashion having decreed that “corpo- 
rations” are no longer in style. Some of these methods 
are dangerous, others are simply ridiculous, while a few 
contain germs of a good idea. No system of reducing 
flesh can, however, be permanently successful, unless 
attention is paid to the all-important question of diet. 

In Harper's Bazar some time ago was an article on 
“How to Get Thin.” The author correctly says: 

“Jockeys keep thin by throwing off the surplus tissue 
by means of perspiration and purgatives—a dangerous 
proceeding for those of us who have not races to win. 
Nothing that undermines the health is worth while, nor 
is anything which reduces one too quickly, before the 
body has time to make its own readjustments, and so 
leading to wrinkles and flabbiness.” 

He then goes on to advise people to eat often and not 
much at a time—in the opinion of the editor, bad ad- 
vice. He quotes a diet given to fat people by a cele- 
brated physician in Germany. It includes six meals a 
day. Among other foods mentioned are rolis and butter. 
soft-boiled eggs and a little gravy, all of which are bad 
for obesity. The author gives his own system “adapted 
to New York requirements.” For lunch he recommends 
“either two poached eggs on toast or a little meat or 
fish (liver, calf’s brains, chicken or veal.) Never red 
meat.” What foolishness is this? Why an olly depura- 
ting organ, like the liver, full of uric acid, in place of a 
little lean roast, mutton or beef, if you are eating flesh 
food? 

Dr. Saleeby, an intelligent writer on hygienic subjects, 
had an article on eating in the Pall Mall Gazette. The 
following extracts are worth reading: 

“Before we go any further, let us take the case of the 
middle-aged or elderly man and ask ourselves a simple 
question: What is his normal contour? Now, this has 
been answered, and the answer is accepted as true, by 
many generations of draughtsmen, and not a day passes 
but there is instilled into the mind of the newspaper 
reader the notion that a prosperous gentleman of mid- 
dle age should have a contour such as that of the John 
Bul! of the cartoonists. Yet to the critica] eye John 
Bull's corporation thus depicted is nothing other than a 
deformity, a sign of physical decadence, just as objec- 
tionable in its own way as extreme cadaverousness. ! 
do not say that John Bull should be depicted as slim as 
the boys whose youthful outline adds such grace to the 
cricket at Lord’s when the schools or varsities play one 
another. As John Bull goes on in life he should cer- 
tainly put on flesh, and in consequence, he will become 
physically stronger, but the person presented by the 
eartoonists as typical of our national prosperity must 
have the utmost difficulty in lacing his own boots, could 
not catch a horse bus, let alone a motor bus, is evidently 
incapable of any kind of prolonged exertion, and almost 
certainly suffers from fatty infiltration of the heart. 
These are not signs of personal prosperity. 

“Now, observe our ingenious euphemism. In the whole 
regim of life there are no two tissues more contrasted 
than flesh and fat. Flesh is muscle, consisting of ex- 
tremely active cells of living protoplasm; fat consists 
also of cells, but they contain practically no protoplasm 
at all, and instead of it are simply filled with lifeless oil. 
Fat celle are scarcely more worthy to be called alive 
than the cells which compose our nails or hair. Fat is 
in no sense part of the living tissue of the body. It may 
act as reserve food: it may serve to relieve pressure and 
to retain the warmth of the body; but muscular tis-

Bircher-Benner, of Zurich, Switzerland, in his book 
“Grundzuge der Ernahrungs-Theraple,” quotes Debove 
that those who are put on a “live diet”—raw-food diet— 
stand the reduction of flesh in a cure much better than | tic 
others. From much personal experience, Dr. Benner— 
who runs a sanatorium—declares that a diet of fruits, 
nuts and salad plants is the very best of all, in the obes- 
ity cure. He also quotes the noted German physiologist 
Bunge, as follows: “Obesity cannot be cured by a short 
so-called cure, or by a few weeks’ mountain climbing. 
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The cure must last as long as life, and consist in using 
muscles for the purposes for which nature intended 
them. This, however, the rich patient is as unwiliing 
to do as he Is to give up his alcohol. In consequence of 
this, physicians have invented the most wonderful obes- 
ity curés, through which probably thousands of people 
have already been cured to death.” 

At the request of several correspondents, the editor 
once more presents, in brief, his dietetic suggestions, for 
those who wish to remove surplus adipose tissue. 

First of all, cut down the amount of food you consume 
one-half, for at least 90 per cent. of people, doing seden- 
tary work, eat from two to three times as much as they 
need. They do this, because they don’t chew their food 
thoroughly. and wash it down with liquids. Therefore, 
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eat dry, and chew everything to a pulp. Dry diet alone 
will yield great results. Eat twice a day. Avoid animal 
fats, gravies, pastry, cakes, sugar, cream, eggs. Eat 
little starch. Eat freely of fresh fruits and salads. 

As to drinks—between meals—soft water, with or 
without fruit juices, is the best and only necessary drink. 
However, if you think you must have something in the 
way of a stimulant, you’may take—always between, 
never with meals—a little weak tea, no sugar: dry wine 
and water; or Scotch whisky and water, or seltzer. 

Now, don’t you go and say that Dr. Brook prescribes 
tea, or wine, or whisky, for obesity. They will all, to 
a greater or less extent retard the object you have in 


view, namely, the elimination of superfluous fat, which 
is a form of disease. 

Sometimes small eaters get fat. This is because their 
blood lacks iron and sulphur, to take up oxygen, to oxi- 
_dize the food. It is this that causes diabetes, and other 

diseases. In such cases, eat plenty of foods that abound 
in tron and sulphur, as, for instance, strawberries, spin- 
ach, radishes, lettuce, cabbage and caulifiower. Remem- 
ber, however, that if you reject the water in which vege- 


tables are boiled, you might about as well eat shavings. 
It is well to make at least one of the two daily meals of 
raw food. 

This is the only way to cure obesity. There is no 
other way. You will stay cured as long as you follow 
‘this natural method of living. and get fat again as soon 
as you return to the “fleshpots of Egypt.” As stated, |

“A sense of fullness and constriction in the head, cere- 
bral anemia, pallor. vertigo, roazings in the ears, stag- 
gering gait, deafness, great heatlache, dilated pupils, 
delirium, coma and, in animals, convulsions.” 

Smaller doses are harmful, in praportion to the amount 
taken. Therefore, as previously suggested, wise people 
will substitute for quinine Dr. Brook's safe and effective 
pomelo “dope,” for which you don't have to send to 
Peru. Or, if you can't get pomelos, use lemons.

The Japanese government would have done much better 
to supply its sailors with vegetables that will keep, such 
as onions, and with plenty of lime or lemon juice. Then, 
they would have been free from beri-beri, and at the 
same time would not have loaded their blood with ani- 
mal impurities, and thus made themselves subject to 
other diseases. 

Scurvy is another instance of a disease caused by 
of organic salts in the food. A century ago, the navies 
of the world were decimated by this disease. Then, an 
Englishman discovered that lime or lemon juice would 
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prevent scurvy. This is because of the large percentage '~ ~—— 


of potash salts, which the juice of citrus fruits contains, 

Here is certainly an interesting and important field 
for investigation, on part of the medical fraternity. If, 
instead of wasting their time in trying to find some mys- 
terious serum cure for leprosy, they would investigate 
the dietetic habits of those who suffer from it. the edi- 
tor is firmly convinced that they would succeed in reach- 
ing important and significant conclusions.

Gen. Booth’s Remedy for “Race Suicide.” 


EN. BOOTH of the Salvation Army, commenting on 
the declining birth rate, says that “all bachelors 

should be taxed, if not absolutely compelled to marry.” 

The latter part of this suggestion is nonsense. You 
may lead a horse to the water, but you can’t make him 
drink. You may—perhaps—force a man to marry, but 
you can’t make him breed—at least, the American people 
are not yet quite ready to “stand for” such drastic legis- 
lation. The families who can best afford to raise chil- 
dren have the least—or none. The eldest daughter of 
the great proponent of the “race suicide” theory has 
sacrificed an appendix, but so far, apparently, has shown 
no disposition to increase the population, while Roose- 
velt himself is only credited with five. 

As previously stated, the editor regards this “race sul- 
cide” theory as one of the least commendable ideas put 
forth by our worthy and strenuous President. It is not 
more, but better children, that we need. To bring chil- 
dren into the world, unless they are assured of good 
physical, menta) and moral training, is a crime, not only 
against the children, but against society.

Causes cf Colds and Pneumonia. 


UR friend Woods Hutchinson is breaking out, in the 

magazines, like an epidemic of smallpox. in the 
Saturday Evening Post. for February 8, he had three 
pages on the subject of “Colds and How to Catch Them.” 
Dr. Hutchinson gave some excellent advice in regard to 
living out in the open air, in all weathers, and so avoid- 
ing colds. He describes a so-called “cold” as a “foul,” 
referring to the foul air, which is often the approximate 
cause. As the editor has said. a cold is a “fever,” and 
is so called, in every other language that the editor 
knows, except German. 

Dr. Hutchinson also takes up the subject of pneumo- 
nia, a severe variety of cold. He attributes it to the 
presence of a microbe, and a “lowered and somewhat 
vitiated state of bodily resistance, due to overwork, un- 
derfeeding or overindulgence in alcohol.” He further 
says: “Food has very little to do with these autotoxins, 
and they are as likely to be formed on one diet as on 
another, in fact they form normally, and in states of per- 
fect health, and are only poisonous if retained too long.” 

It would be difficult to conceive of a more entirely er- 
roneous conception of the facts than is involved in these 
statements, that undereating is a cause of pneumonia, 
and that food has little to do with the subject. It is not 
undereating, but overeating—stuffing—which causes colds 
and pneumonia. They are both an effort of nature to 
eliminate the waste matter from surplus products that 
you have been putting in your system, for weeks, or 
months, or possibly years. This fact was graphically 
and convincingly set forth in an article entitled “Catch- 
ing Cold at the Table,” reproduced in this department a 
few months ago. It isn’t the underfed who are the most 
frequent victims of pneumonia, but those who eat to re- 
pletion, three times a day. Also those who adopt un- 
wholesome diet, especially those who eat largely of flesh 
foods, which readily cause the formation of putrefac- 
tive and poisonous bodies in the intestines. On the 
other hand, those who eat largely of starch foods, espe- 
cially when they are mixed with sweets, readily become 


| subject to fermentative disturbances, that may some- 


times lead up to pneumonia. 

Other frequent causes of pneumonia are overindul- 
gence in alcoholic beverages, the large and frequent use 
of tea, coffee and condiments, wearing too heavy under- 
wear, especially flannels, and sleeping in unventilated 
rooms. 

Dr. Hutchinson should try again.

N the American Journal of Clinical Medicine, for De-

In a footnote, commenting upon this article, the edi- 
tor of the medical magazine says: 

“There is a peculiar fascination about the methods of 
healing practiced by savage and semi-civilized people. 
Though crude, uncouth, permeated by faith in the mys- 
terious, savage like those who practice them, there is in 
all of them the elementa] germ of truth. Whether the 
Indian knows it or not, he is, with all his baths, rub- 
bing and incantations of the ‘sikiptawat’ trying to ‘get 
the poison out." In other words, he is fighting auto- 
intoxication. Many a more learned practician might 
profitably take this to heart—a little. Translated into 
‘our kind’ of talk it means, ‘clean out, clean up and keep 

True enough! As old Hippocrates said, more than 
2000 years ago: “Nature cures; not the physician.” It 
will, however, require a long time for a great majority 
of the modica] fraternity to appreciate this great truth— 
or to admit it, even if they appreciate it. 

The following sensible remarks on the subject are 
from an article by Dr. H. Lindlahr of Chicago, in his 
magazine “Nature Cure:” 

“All acute diseases are natural processes—as we ex- 
press it—the result of nature's healing, cleansing efforts, 
which run a certain well-defined, orderly and natural 
course. There is a stage of incipiency followed by 
stages of intense acute activity during which nature 
endeavors to burn up, tear down and eliminate by means 
of fever heat, sores, catarrha! discharges, etc., the mor- 
bid matter and poisons from the system. These stages 
of destruction, cremation and elimination are followed 
by the stages of reconstruction, or as medical science 
says, of resolution. 

“If during any one of these stages nature's orderly 
processes are hindered, interrupted or suppressed by ice 
bags, poisonous drugs, antitoxin, serums, surgical oper- 
ations, or mental effort, the disease condition is arrested 
and made a permanent one.” , 

Here is another remark, on the same subject, by C. 
O. Prince, M.D., who conducts the New England Sanato- 
rium, at Melrose, near Boston: 

“It is an axiom in the profession of medicine that ‘Na- 
| ture unaided is able to cure all of her curable diseases.’ 
How much better, then, to stimulate these natural forces 
in their efforts to combat disease, rather than to use 
substances which often hinder and retard these pro- 
cesses, and change the direction of their activity. How 
different in their after-effects are applications of hydro- 
therapy, massage, electricity, and other physiological 
methods.” 


If the medical fraternity holds to the axiom that 
“nature unaided is able to cure all of her curable dis- 
eases—which is but another form of the saying of Hip- 
pocrates above quoted—they have been particularly care- 
ful to conceal the fact from the public—and for good rea- 
sons, for be very sure that diseases that nature cannot 
cure—and they are few—are incurable in any other 
way.
